the Louvre in the process. It’s anoth-

To infiltrate the terror networks, 
Spottswoode replaces him with 
Gary, a Broadway thespian whose 
acting skills coupled with a major in 
World Languages make him “the 
perfect weapon” after undergoing a 
hilarious and intentionally offensive 
“terrorist” makeover.

Well as the odd cocktail party in their 


Mount Rushmore fortress, which 
contains just a few of the film’s 
incredible miniaturized props and 
sets. 

Parker and Stone revel in the silli- 
ness of the medium. A lot of the 
movie is humourous simply because 
the puppets look stupid clunking 
around their environment. One of 
the best scenes is a stilted, clacking 
sex session that would be graphic if 
the puppets had genitals. 

As the plot delves into the insidi- 
ous terrorist plot of Kim Jong-il and 
the particularly nasty ridicule of left- 
wing Hollywood actors, many jokes, 
particularly the snickering teenager 
ones involving gay fellatio and 
annoying celebrities, get old: Even 
the gory puppet deaths suffer from 
repetition when likenesses of Sean 
Penn, Michael Moore, Tim Robbins, 
Janeane Garofalo, etc, are eviscerat- 
ed, eaten, or exploded.

A major saving grace of the film is 
the brilliant soundtrack, which fea- 
tures songs by Parker and Stone 
mimicking the patriotic arrogance of 
Toby Keith, mocking movie mon- 
tages, and crooning about how 
sucky Pearl Harbor is. 

They fire a lot of shots, and luckily 
enough of ‘em hit the mark. As for

Like Charlie Kaufman, Spike Jonze 
and to a lesser extent P.T. 
Anderson—fellow filmmakers lead- 
ing the New Wave of New Age dra- 
matic comedy—Russell thrives on 
intellectual quirkiness.

Australian flick keeps the East mysterious

THE EAST THROUGH WESTERN EYES 
has throughout history been seerras the 
ultimate symbol of foreignness, the most 
exotic of lands and people. Japan, espe- 
cally, with its history of isolationism, is a 
nation that has often captured the imagi- 
nation of those who have a fascination 
with the Orient. Stories of intercultural 
relationships between European and 
Japanese people are highly romanti- 
cized, Madame Butterfly, Hiroshima Mon 
Amour, and James Clavell novels peddle 
the notion of theexotic, highly sexual- 
ized Japanese who has an ill-fated affair 
with the modern Westerner. 

Japanese Story roughly falls into the 
same If it were American, it 
would have probably been made a com- 
edy, like one of those ‘80s fish out of 
water tales like Mr. Baseball or Gung Ho. 
But this film is Australian, with quite 
specific historical baggage that goes 
along with Australian race relations. 

If you think race relations in the 
United States is bad, then wait til you 
hear about Australia: well into the ’70s, 
immigration from non-European coun- 
tries was either banned or at least dis- 
couraged. 


I's really amazing, But perhaps that is 
why Japanese Story has such seemingly 
outdated attitudes towards Asian peo- 
ple. 

A geologist named Sandy Edwards 
(Toni Collette) is sent by her company to 
“babysit” Tachibana Hiromitsu 
(Tsunashima Gotaro), a visiting 
Japanese businessman in the Australian 
outback She is furious to be given this 
frivolous task, and hates her charge 
immediately for his paradoxical passivi- 
ty and contempt—for women or for 
Australians in general, it’s not dear 
which. He expects her to haul his lug- 
gage, gets too drunkat karaoke, and 
then has the nerve to ask to be driven 
way out into the outback to inspect a 
mine. 

Babysitting as a metaphor is men- 
tioned often—childish, silent, passive,

demanding Hiromitsu. But more than 
anything, this is the result of a common 
basis of understanding between xeno- 
phobic Sandy and Hiro. She considers 
him without language, and so he is 
denied access to the world of functional 
adults, unable to get around on his own 
or to explain his actions. But as they 
spend more time together, he becomes 
more comfortable speaking English and 
bridges the language barrier between 
them. Tellingly, his English tums out to 
be fairly sophisticated while Sandy’s 
attempts at Japanese are awkward at 
best and unintelligible at worst 

Naturally, they fall in love. Butina 
strange sort of way. 

Hiromitsu is presented as the passive 
sexual object, whereas Sandy is shown 
as the aggressor, to the point where she 
literally wears his pants. The camera 
lingers over his body, reversing the gaze 

traditionally directed toward the nude 
female. Like the infantilization of the for- 
eigner, the passive, feminized Asian 
male isa stereotype. 

However, having set up these stereo- 
types, the film doesn’t get around to 
addressing Sandy’s racism and 
Australia’s xenophobic history that pro- 
duced her prejudices. Cultural and lan- 
guage bamiers are to blame for Sandy 
and Hiro's initial antipathy, and to be 
fair his character is humanized during 
the course of the film simply by means 
of getting to know him. Yet, he remains 
an abstraction, even while he is given 
more voice. In fact, the appearance of 
Hiromitsu’s wife only serves to reinforce 
the sense of foreignness and inscrutabili- 
ty that humanizing Hiro's character 
undid, if only slightly. Weare privy only 
to Sandy’s very loud, very public 
demonstrations of her feelings. Hiro 
remains a cipher, and is ultimately 
silenced by circumstance.

JOHN SAYLES IS SMART. HIS NEW MOVIE ISN'T 

The director does again demonstrate his 
encyclopedic understanding of America’s 
faults, but whereas great Sayles pictures like 
Brother From Another Planet and Lonestar 
examine the prismatic facets of a particular 
issue, Silver City tries to deal with everything 
at once. The plight of illegal immigrants, the 
labyrinthine schemes of property develop- 
ers, elaborate collusion between business 
and government, the sorry state of the 
media, the destruction of the environment, 
mannequin candidates... Sayles seems to 
have adopted the “baffle them with volume” 
part of Karl Rove's political program without 
employing the “drive home the message” 
part. 


The complexity is the message? 
Perhaps. But Silver Citytries to press so 
Much into two hours—while making room 
for both a briskly and sometimes unintelligi- 
bly diagrammed multi-layered intrigue anda 
love story—that you leave feeling exhausted 
rather than enlightened or entertained. 

That love story, by the way, involves 
Danny (Danny Huston, son of John, brother 
Of Anjelica), a failed reporter working as an 
investigator who's assigned to intimidate 
the enemies of gubernatorial candidate 
Dickie Pilager, the empty-suit son of a 
Colorado senator. Pilager’s Rovian spin 
manager (Richard Dreyfuss) suspects that 
someone has planted a dead body in a lake 
to embarrass his candidate. Of course, 
Danny can't help but be drawn ever deeper 
into the web connecting... well, everyone 
else in the movie. 

Chris Cooper would have been perfect 
for the role of Danny, but he was already 
busy playing Pilager, a laser-guided carica- 








ure of a certain hapless president, which 
may itself be worth paying to see. As itis, 
when someone describes candidate Pilager 
as being like a bad actor who's uncomfort- 
able in his part, Danny pops into mind 

To complicate matters, Sayles either 
grew impatient with his script or failed to 
rein itin. The result is ham-handed unrolling 
of the backstory and awkward dialogue that 
intrusively narrates when it might better 
have shut the hell up. Danny returns to his 
apartment, which he is surprised to learn is 
Qirlfriend-free, and notices two pillows lying 
against the wall. “There used to be a sofa 
there,” he says

THE WORST ASPECTS OF EXTREME SPORTS 
documentaries are the extreme romanticiz- 
ing of the activity, the extreme use of slo-mo, 
and the extreme reliance on montage to fill 
time. As proven by 14 000 Warren Miller 
documentaries, skiers blowing through 
moguls down treacherous mountains at 48 
frames per second and then talking about 
how rad it was, is exhilarating for 90 min- 
utes if you're really really into skiing, but not 
so captivating if you're an outsider to the 
sport. 

Stacy Peralta, former pro skater, skate- 
board manufacturer, and director of 
acclaimed skate doc Dogtown and Z-Boys, 


has made a documentary that’s certainly 
Quilty of romanticizing the sport, but Riding 
Giants also works hard to answer the ques- 
tion of why it's romanticized by digging 
deep into the culture. 

The film starts with the sport's early 
Polynesian history before jumping to its 
rebirth in 20th Century America. Using a 
surprising amount of beautiful vintage 
footage, new photography and interviews 
with legends like Greg Noll, it details how a 
bunch of ballsy Hawaiian beach bums made 
surfing ultra cool, and spawned a main- 
stream explosion of surf music, woody cars, 
and bad beach movies. 

Other highlights include solitary surfer Jeff 
Clark further exploding the sport's popularity 
by conquering deadly waves along the 
California coast, riders tackling giant storm 
waves, various surfing tragedies, the evolu- 
tion of board design, and new school surfer 
Jeff Laird, who's surfed the most power 





waves to date by getting towed into the surf 
by ajet-ski. Much of the contemporary dare- 
devil footage is stunning, but Peralta wisely 
resists the urge to tum it into a surf-themed 
rock video. 

The major flaw in the film, however, is the 
almost total absence of women. One female 
surfer is interviewed simply for the purpose 
of describing California waves, Anyone who 
saw Blue Crush knows surfing isn’t a boys 
club anymore, so where are all the girls? 

Despite this, the 108-minute film suc- 
ceeds through good pacing, a lot of well- 
researched info, and sheer filmmaking craft 
(particularly from editor Paul Crowder). It's a 
compelling argument that no one under- 
stands the relentless pursuit of nature's 
forces quite like a surfer.

HERE’S JUST ONE THESIS—FAR TOO FEW TO 
provoke a cataclysmic religious schism, but 
perhaps just enough to help you decide if 
you want to see a new film about Martin 
Luther. The one without the “King.” 

Thesis One: Lutheris average-ish... aS a 
movie. Whether it accurately reflects the life 
of the father of Protestantism is a question 
for scholars. What can be said with certain- 
ty is that as edutainment, it’s only fair. 

Let's consider the “edu” part first. 

The filmmakers have a lot of ground to 
cover, of course, and the early stages of the 
film snap from event to event, beginning 
with the episode in which Luther promises 
to become a priest if he’s delivered safely 
from a storm. The opening scenes are so 
compressed, however, that you feel like 


you're watching a trailer rather than a 
movie. 

And even when things settle down into 
some solid Pope-defying reformationing, 
the film’s mission seems to be committing 
the “highlights” of Luther's life to film, 
rather than to deepen anyone's under- 
standing of what happened and why. You 
almost get the feeling that Luther is sup- 
posed to have sussed out the naughtiness 
of the selling of indulgences all by himself, 
and then fomented theological revolution 
outside of any social or political context 
beyond the bare hints on offer. As for 
more-than-superficial background about 
Luther and several of the other characters: 
No time... must keep moving... 

And so, Lutheris condemned to the sta- 
tus of light introduction or brisk refresher. 

Now, as to the “tainment”... 

It's hard enough to entertain well when 
you have to tell your story at a gallop. 
Joseph Fiennes doesn't help smooth things 
over. His intense portrayal of Luther falls

just under over-the-top. The priest had 
enough to worry about with Europe falling 
apart all around him: surely all that glower 
ing would have given him appalling 
headaches. And when the production 
veers, as it sometimes does, in the direc- 
tion of a school historical pageant, Fiennes 
tremulous voice of import tips the drama 
toward the melo. 

If you're going to make a movie about 
one of history's most controversial figures 
he deserves to be depicted as a real per- 
son—and he probably deserves an extra 
half hour, if you can manage it.

OUTSIDER MUSIC, GENERALLY THE 
domain of performers of debatable 
talent and sometimes questionable 
mental health, isn’t for everybody.

THE ETCETERA THEATRE COLLECTIVE’S 
production of Pause at Azimuth 
Theatre is one daring show. 

Not many creators would dare to 
juxtapose the kind of heady subject 
matter this show tosses at the wall— 
the human condition deconstructed 
through a filter of surreal science the- 


ory and dream logic—with totally 
antic physical comedy. 

Strangely enough, this oddball col- 
lective creation—deftly directed by 
Barbara French and starring an 
eccentric but controlled Aaron 
Talbot—succeeds wildly, a complete- 
ly entertaining and enlightening 
evening of minimalist theatre boast- 
ing a substantial inherent intellect. 

Underlining this status as a 
“heady” work, the whole story is 
located totally within its protago- 
nist’s head—more precisely within 
an anxiety-filled, looping dream. (In 
terms of intellectual and thematic 
structure, this play is akin to the 





movie Walking Life by Richard 
Linklater or the recent book The 
Coma by Alex Garland, spiraling 
works about protagonists striving for 
enlightenment within frustratingly 
self-referential dreams.) 

The play opens with the twitching 
Talbot slowly entering a confused 
period of REM sleep and deciding 
that he’s having a common “T-have- 
to-give-a-presentation-I-haven’t-pre- 
pared-for” (with the show’s audience 
as his bad-dream audience) dream. 
(He's initially clad in PJ] bottoms and 
a grey wife-beater, an outfit supple- 
mented by a ubiquitous labcoat that 
alongside a stubby pencil are the 


bare-staged show’s only props.) 

Initially freaked out by his lack of 
talking points /notes and the typical 
partially amnesia that we experience 
in our dreams, the show’s protago- 
nist decides to plow through what he 
can of his address. 

The plowing is endlessly compli- 
cated by free-floating interruptions in 
the form of flashback dreams taking 
chemist and audience back toa 
teenaged trauma. I have to give 
immense credit to Talbot's abilities as 
an actor, and especially as a talented 
physical actor, in being able to 
embody these transitions seamlessly, 
often by simple repetition of hilari- 


ous bodily and verbal tics. 

The topic under consideration in 
the chemist’s fragmented presenta- 
tion: the deconstruction and contro] 
via the core laws of thermodynami: 
of human decision-making. Or, as 
summed up by the dream chemist 
thermodynamics as expressed in 
human terms means you can’t win 
you can’t break even, and you can’t 
get out of the game (which also cor- 
relates into the holy survival trinity 
of fight, freeze and flight). 

The chemist’s obsession is to 
somehow break free of both the 
restrictive nihilism of physics-infus. 
fatalism/tooth-and-claw survivalis 
and to find a way to “pause” the co: 
flict in order to make the best possi- 
ble decision. Fascinating metaphysic 
(ifa tad outrageous, biologically 
speaking) and deeply affecting when 
this line of dramatic reasoning circ 
into personal anxiety flashbacks. 

While I'll enthusiastically recom- 
mend this show and praise it for both 
its heart and brains, I do have to 
question a few less-than-fully-real- 
ized artistic choices. 

For starters, I know the play is all 
about fragmentation and the myster 
ies of the human mind, but it goes far 
too deeply into that territory. The 
story needs more detail about the 
core incident, if nothing else, so that 
the emotional backstory can balance 
out the intellectual bits. 

Also, as much as I loved Talbot's 
performance, the show could use less 
of the physical humor, especially the 
parts that don’t completely connect 
to the play’s larger themes.

Claire rebel- 
liously chafes at the strictures placed 
upon her by a living arrangement, 
which, while scandalous and 
beyond the pale by 19th Century 
standards, places her under the 
sway of an authority figure. As the 
two spar and elaborate upon the 
“finer emotions,” their much put 
upon maid brings a note of earthi- 
ness to the proceedings. No sister- 
hood here: both Anna and Claire 
vent their spleen upon her with 
hilariously withering spite. 

For all its air of a Wilde or 
Feydeau farce or Henry James novel, 
there’s a curiously contemporary 
heart beating at the core of Boston 
Marriage.

Butler's script is fast moving and 
includes some inspired moments 
such as a synchronized swimming 
routine. The message is delivered in 
a mostly non-preachy manner and 
Unger’s score is tuneful—almost 
Sondheimesque in places. 

However, it’s the cast that makes 
this production tick—all are nimble 
performers with great pipes. 
Townsend is a standout in five 
roles—his Officer of the Wardrobe is 
priceless while the rest make the 
production fairly race along.

Harlem, and Duke Ellington won’t 
be showing up to cut all comers at 
the piano, but the rent party is infi- 


nitely adaptable. The residents of 
ArtsHab One, an artist live/work 
space in the downtown core have 
come up with their own version of 
that venerable enterprise: the Scary 
Ball, a multi media extravaganza of 
music, art, and film—a good time 
for all that also represents the aspi- 
rations of the residents of ArtsHab 
One. 

“It is an artistic community,” 
stresses ArtsHab resident and 
visual artist Jeff Collins. 
“Everybody that lives here has to 
be a practicing, working artist, and 
we hope to have all disciplines of 
art here. We've had quite a mix 
through the years; right now it’s 
mostly visual artists, but there are 
musicians, a writer, a playwright, a 


couple of photographers. We've 
also had dancers and experimental 
composers, so it’s been really good 
as far as a community of artists 
goes. And now, I guess it’s been 
maybe a year ago November when 
we opened up as a gallery once a 
week to the public.” 


FIRST OF ITS KIND 
In 1999 Arts Habitat opened 
ArtsHab One, Edmonton's first 
artist live/work space. With 10 
apartments and three baad 
anaes rented os artists: 


through the doors of the building, 
and many more have clamored to 
live there. 

“I've only been here since June,” 
explains artist/ musician Tony 
Baker, “but it’s definitely... it’s [an] 
art dorm, as I like to call it. 
Everybody’s doors are always 
open, we have an open house 
every Thursday [between 5 and 8 
pm], so basically everybody just 
sorta emerges from the studios and 
hangs out in the hallways.” 

It’s instructive that Baker likes 
to talk about the friendships that 
develop among the residents, the 
collaborations that result when 
artists from such different disci- 
plines interact. Friendship and 
artistic fellowship have to count for

a great deal; the building may be 
subsidized in theory, but the reali- 
ty is that Baker and his friends are 
paying rents pretty much in line 
with what anybody else pays ina 
downtown apartment. They're 
holding their little community 
together not because it’s cheap 
digs, but because they are a com- 
munity. 3 






VOCAL SUPPORT 









in artistic communities across 
Canada, is sympathetic to the 
problem of scaring up rent while 
getting work done. He’s also 
admiring of the way in which the 
ArtsHab residents have 
approached it.

benefit show. It always seemed lik:

SUPER FRIENDS 

Along with the expected musi- 
cal talent, the Scary Ball will also 
feature work from local filmmak- 
ers, poets, DJs, hell, evena bur- 
lesque show: 

“When we started doing this we 
tried to think of how we could 
involve other artists, and one of 
the ways was to have visiting 
artists come in and present their 
work in the hallways,” explains 
Collins. “Then this opportunity 
came up to doa benefit, we 
thought, ‘Hey, why don’t we get a 
whole bunch of different artists 
from Edmonton together and pre- 
sent their work in front of an audi- 
ence?’ So that’s kinda what 
ArtsHab studio gallery tries to do; 
bring multi disciplinary artists 
together to work as community. 
And if we can help to\provide a 
venue—or whatever—to present 
their work, then that’s a great 
thing. I think that’s what we can 
do, stir the whole community of 
artists in Edmonton up, and build 
us up as an entire community, not 
just the 15 of us that live here.” 

“If this thing works out, yeah, 
hopefully it'll help ug out,with the 
rent,” muses Baker. “Buta 
can be more active in the commu- 
nity, like...

Duplex, which is made up of my fami- 
ly and another little family, and we 
make rock music for kids. We're fin- 
ishing up our first record, And I'm 
working up in the Yukon this 
December for the Longest Night 
Festival—lll be the musical director of 
that.

It’s a huge variety 
of projects, as usual. : 
Oh Susannah: I've been writing some 
songs.

RITA CHIARELLI’S MUSICAL JOURNEY 
has garnered her a solid reputation in 
Canadian roots, rock, and blues circles, 
making her one of this country’s most 
in-demand performers. Her successful 
career includes a fistful of Maple Blues 
Awards as “Best Female Vocalist,” 
along with a pair of Juno nods. She’s 
released five critically acclaimed discs 
and received the 2002 “Great 
Canadian Blues Award,” courtesy of 
CBC Radio's Saturday Night Blues. 

She's no one trick pony; her albums 
are full of moving, original material 
that bridges blues, jazz, Cajun, coun- 
try, and rock. 

“T guess I just had no choice”, Rita 
relates on the line from her home in 
Ontario, “I always had lots of different 
music, different influences around me. 
Roots stuff, country, rockabilly, and 
early rock, but mainly blues. It just 
sank into my skin, and then it had to 
come out... [never censor myself, and 
sol give it all in performance or on 
record. Each record is like a journey, 
and I love to bring people along.” 

Ritas’ voyage started at age 15. 
when Ronnie Hawkins discovered her 
three-octave vocal range and asked 
her to join his band. After the better 
part of a decade doing studio work in 
Italy, Rita returned to Canada in the 
early ‘90s and began touring and 
recording almost non-stop. 

Recently, her career has taken 
another turn. “I raised the money to 
record three of my.five albums myself, 
and in the next year the masters of 
Road Rockets and Breakfast at Midnight 
will come back to me.

up rock licks. 

The band (rounded out by Shawn 
Harris on vox and guitar, Matt Whalen on 
drums, and Justin San Souci on vox and 
bass) hails from Oakland and proudly 
claim that their debut CD, E. Von Dahl 
Killed the Locals (the band used to be 
called the Locals) “set the California 
music scene on fire” upon its release 

Much of the hype and promotion for 
the band was self-perpetuated. The 
fourtet bombarded local businesses with 
brief, unsolicited, acoustic sets days 
before their live shows, eventually playing 
to sell-out crowds through sole use of 
this promotional tactic 

That in mind, maybe it’s because they 
didn’t have a chance to expose 
Edmonton's Harvey's customers to their 
sound that their previous show here was 
a bit of a disappointment. 

Devoto, explaining the difference 
between American crowds and Canadian 











crowds, says that Canadians are generally 
“less responsive” to their purportedly 
energetic live shows. He’s hoping that 
opening for Yellowcard on this tour will 
provide a more enthusiastic audience 
| guess it makes the job kind of 

depressing when people aren't as into it 
as you are, hey?

THIS WEEKEND'S INSTALLMENT OF THE ESO'S 
Masters series features the world pre- 
miere of a brand new work, the Double 
Concerto for Cello and Viola, from one of 
Canada's most-respected composers, 
Edmonton resident Malcolm Forsyth. 
Known best for award-winning, thematic 
works like Afayoskewin and Sketches For 
Natal, he's excited about the new piece as 
it marks a departure from literal and cul- 
tural themes. “This is completely from 
nowhere specific. It is a new departure,” 
declares Forsyth. “It starts with a driving 
motor-like rhythm where it moves into 
the two working together. There are pas- 
sages where one is silent and then the 
other is busy. And there are others where 
the two play off of each other in a canoni- 
cal way. 


“It's about the notes.” he continues, “! 
want the listener to be intentionally aware 
of the notes. It's'absolute music, and | am 
trying to draw on a lifetime of writing for 
music with my strong classical training 
and to write rational, good functioning 
counterpoint. It is typical concerto form. 
Fast, slow, fast.” 

Soloists Rivka Golani and Tanya 
Prochazka commissioned the concerto. 
“It's part of [Golani’s] plan of having dou- 
ble concertos written for her. | think it’s 
very generous to bring other soloists into 
the process. She’s had many pieces writ- 
ten for her in Canada and England, where 
she lives.” 

In addition to performers, Forsyth has 
listeners at the forefront of his thoughts 
“| write for an imaginary audience in a 
concert hall. The musical art to me is a 
very human one and does not belong ina 
scientific laboratory. Where no one can 
go in and touch anything. There is always 
more than one participant in a musical 
event. There is the writer, the performer 
and the listener.” 

After many years and many pieces, 





does Forsyth still get excited for pre- 
mieres? “Yes! A concert is still a magical 
event, and it will be great to have people 
there, celebrating the event. The first time, 
your hands sweat a bit and you flutter a 
bit in the diaphragm. Because if it’s not 
there, why do it?”

{TS AMAZING WHAT GETTING NAME-DROPPED 
by Daft Punk will do for a career. At the 
beginning of their 1997 album 
Homework, Daft Punk plugged DJ Sneak 
as one of their influences. It comes as no 
surprise, as the filtered disco sound that 
permeates that album has been a trade- 
mark of Sneak’s beats since his earliest 
tracks in 1993. On the respected Chicago 
labels Relief and Cajual, and then on his 
own Magnetic recordings, Sneak has built 
a reputation for Speeding up disco and 
taking it to new heights. 

Sneak was here last year and dropped 
an amazingly mixed funky, chunky set of 
Chicago jack grooves at Red's. The show, 
unfortunately, was criminally underat- 
tended as there were about 8000 things 
going on in Edmonton that night. But he’s 
back; house fans heed this advance 
notice and circle Thursday, October 28th 
as DJ Sneak is back to blunt you in an 
evening of filtered disco madness down 
at the Standard (6107-104 st.) Tickets are 
$15 in advance at Ticketmaster, Foosh, 
Colorblind and Underground. 

And finally, although rumoured to be 














appearing in Edmonton on October 31st 
for the latest installment of Scream, Paul 
Van Dyk will not be in Edmonton and the 
event on the 31st is no longer occurring 
United Productions will still have the first 
party (of what was originally intended to 
be two parties of Scream) on Wednesday 
October 27th as Lisa Lashes returns.

ial). What do these guys do all day— 
hang out with the Beastie Boys and not 
make albums? Enough bitching, though, 
because Sex, Love and Rock ‘n’ Roll has 
quietly appeared (no advertising to 
speak of, and some stores, like Best 
Buy, weren't even stocking it) to reaffirm 
why Mike Ness wears the Bryl Creem- 
stained crown of rockabilly punk. 

There aren't any surprises on the 36- 
minute album, which covers the usual 
topics. You've got your outlaws (“Reach 
for the Sky”), So-Cal (“Highway 101”), 
being down on your luck (“Nickels and 
Dimes”), the struggle between good and 
evil (“Winners and Losers”), heat break 
(“Faithless”), and an obligatory redemp- 
tion/angel song (“Angel's Wings”). Ness 
sounds as hushed, gravelly, and desper- 
ate as always, singing over that ragged 
guitar twang. 

There's nothing that hits quite as hard 
as, Say, a “Prison Bound” or “Story of 
My Life,” but “Highway 101” or “Nickels 
and Dimes” could find the rock radio 
success of “| Was Wrong.” If they don’t 
it doesn't matter a lick, though, because 
the music still sounds genuine—no 
hype required. That’s why the little skele- 
ton with the cigarette and martini glass 
(which constitutes their logo) keeps 
dancing across a legion of black leather 
jackets.

ITS BEEN A STRANGE YEAR FOR LE TIGRE. MR. 
Lady, their previous record label, shut 
down; the group signed to Universal, 
and one of their songs appeared in a 
Telus commercial. All this was enough 
to make any devoted fan worry and, with 
their third full-length release, This /sland, 
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Kathleen Hanna, JD Samson, and 
Johanna have only confirmed that the 
days of being “for the ladies, and the 
fags, yeah” are over. 

Since when are Le Tigre concerned 
with subtlety and simplicity? While they 
haven't erased their politics altogether, 
the album's dance-party esthetic (includ- 
ing a cover of “I'm So Excited” devoid of 
irony and just plain irritating) overshad- 
ows even the most subtle political 
moments (like dropping the word “dyke” 
in the track “Viz,” or screaming “you 
make me sick” in “Seconds"—presum- 
ably about George Bush). And, right 
when you think all hope is lost, they 
throw in the embarrassingly obvious 
“New Kicks"—the album’s obligatory 
antiwar track. Recorded at a rally in New 
York City and put to a dance beat, the 
track centres on the crowd chanting 
“This is what democracy sounds like!” 

This is what alienating your fan base 


sounds like. Le Tigre fans have come to 
expect more than just a cry of “stop the 
war.” Take past tracks like “Bang! 
Bang!” which explored the murders of 
unarmed African-Americans Patrick 
Dorismund and Amadou Diallo by mem- 
bers of the New York Police Department. 
Or “FYR,” a look at feminist history and 
a call to arms against modern-day patri- 
archy. While aiming for accessibility is 
perhaps an admirable cause, what was 
wrong with pleasing their following of 
politically-charged hipsters? 
Watered-down politics aside, the 
music itself has changed. Their once 
homemade-sounding fuzzy electronic 
punk has been replaced with overpro- 
duced dance beats, more likely to 
receive play on MTV than college radio. 
Blame it on the new label or blame it 
on the band—Le Tigre ain't what they

THE JON SPENCER BLUES EXPLOSION IS DEAD— 
long live Blues Explosion. The new 
streamlined name of the band-serves to 
demonstrate that there is no one main 
member of the group. It’s not all about 
Jon Spencer (blah blah blah). Anyone 
who listens to the band knows this 
already, but we'll humour them. 

Although | really liked the last two 
albums, Acme and Plastic Fang, it's clear 
from the lead-off, title track from 
Damage, that this is different. | heart it. 
Heart. It. And it’s not just because the first 
single, “Burn It Off,” totally kicks ass, nor 
is it that the band can still rock while get- 
ting a little political (in “Hot Gossip” 
Spencer croons, “You can't talk peace 
when you're making war’—how true), 
and maybe | can’t pinpoint exactly what it 
is (get off my case, already), but it’s hot. 
“You Been My Baby,” a sultry, sexy psue- 
do-ballad, just makes you (read: me) 
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weak in the knees. Blues Explosion is 
back in fine form, and the band seems to 
have rediscovered their ability to create 
music that’s exciting. When Spencer asks 
“Can you dig my band?” the answer is a 
resounding “Yeah!” The only thing that 
could mar this brilliant streak right now 
would be a really bad duet with, oh, | 
don't know, someone like... Nancy 
Sinatra. 

OK, the duet with Sinatra on her self- 
titled album isn't that bad, but it certainly 
isn't great. “Ain't No Easy Way,” sounds 
like Sinatra trying too hard to sound hip, 
which, considering the fact she's singing 
with Spencer, you certainly can't blame 
her for. However, it's not the same beauti- 
ful and confident voice that you hear on 
the rest of the tracks. The first song, 
“Burnin’ Down the Spark,” is haunting 
and, quite frankly, amazing. “Let Me Kiss 
You,” was written by Morrissey and is 
delivered flawlessly by Sinatra, complete 
with enough angst to make even the most 
die-hard Smiths fans crack a wry grin. 
When she sings about a “skinny bitch in 
hot pants” stealing your man, it’s pure 
poetry. The only question mark for me on 
this CD is the song “Momma's Boy"—| 
can't decide whether it’s creepy or a 
Clever political analogy. This album marks 
the return of Ms. Sinatra, full throttle. 


Collaborations with Calexico, Pete Yorn 
and Steve Van Zandt, among others, 
result in a compilation of really great 
tunes for even the most pessimistic lis- 
teners. Trust me, | was one.

IT SEEMS ALL SORTS OF HESHER ANGUISH HAS 
been banging around under Dave 
Mustaine’s mane, just waiting to explode 
If you saw the Metallica documentary 
Some Kind of Monster you can't forget 
the particularly painful scene where the 
Megadeth frontman tells one of his for- 
mer bandmates—in front of a therapist 
no less—that he’s still crippled with 
resentment at being kicked out of that 
band 20 years earlier. It's tough to watch 
(for the record, though, at least he never 
cut his hair and wore designer suits). 

Mustaine’s fought serious drug addic- 
tion, his bandmates (routinely firing 
them), and a since-repaired nerve injury 
that folded the band in 2002, so go figure, 
he’s pretty messed. 

His/Megadeth’s return, The System 
Has Failed, could just as easily—to riff on 
the group's biggest hit—be called 
Symphony of Redemption. The sound is 
classic ‘deth, with plenty of wailing solos 
and Mustaine’s equally high-pitched 
angry brat vocals soaring over militant 
drums. It’s also a step back from the 
commercial production that dulled the 
last few albums. 

True to form, the political commentary 
(e.g. “Blackmail the Universe”), like the 
album cover is apocalyptic and obvious. 
What's different is Mustaine’s self-exami- 
nation and spirituality. Stash those penta- 
grams ‘cause he's thankin’ God in the 
liner notes and penning stuff like, “| will 
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dwell in the house of the LORD for ever” 
(“Shadow of Deth”). Then again, he’s also 
pitching poison at, presumably, Metallica 
on “Back in the Day” and “Something 
That I'm Not” (“We all laughed at the par- 
odies you'd become”), and himself on “Of 
Mice and Men” (“There's not much left of 
me to tell”). And for good measure he 


tosses out a classic screecher about 
(in)justice called “Kick the Chair.” It's a 
dramatic slab of metal forged in the valley 
of death (or “‘deth” if you prefer), and the 
best Mustaine has sounded in years. The 
system has failed but the martyr has suc- 
ceeded.

Divided into sections entitled 
“Pride of Gardens,” “Cooked in our 
Clay Pots,” and “From our 
Tandoor,” the tome provides a fairly 
in-depth culinary tour of the Indian 
Subcontinent. Dals jostle murgh vin- 
daloo for attention; numerous rotis 
and naans cry out to be sampled; 
and the descriptions of grilled and 
marinated meat fairly grab the read- 
er by the chin screaming “Eat me!” 

Luckily we had arrived famished, 
so we set out to please and indulge 
our grumbling stomachs. The bill of 
fare ran thusly: an order of the tan- 
doori mixed grill (lamb, beef, chick- 
en and salmon), a navratan korma (a 
vegetable curry), murgh makani 
(aka butter chicken), paneer harvali 
(spinach and cottage cheese curry), 
murgh vindaloo (chicken in a vin- 
daloo sauce), raita to dab on every- 
thing, saffron rice and an order of 
tandoori naan. 

By the time our full order arrived 
the table resembled nothing so much 
as a sumptuous Moghul banquet 
with the curries simmering gently 
over candles in their brass pots, and 
the platter of meat heaped high. Pots 
were passed and the feasting began. 
The navratan korma boasted an 
intense but mellow ginger based 
sauce; the fresh vegetable—carrots, 
green beans and peas still colourful 
and crisp. The murgh makani was 
succulent, tender morsels of chicken

ina faintly tangy yet richly ochre 
coloured butter sauce. The paneer 
harvali, while well prepared, disap- 
pointed with its relative blandness— 
somehow the spinach and cheese 
didn’t coexist well in the pot, The 
murgh vindaloo, while flavourful 
and extremely enjoyable, lacked the 
sharp note of fire so essential to a 
chilli based dish. Billed as “a hot 
Southern delight”, this vindaloo 
hardly needed cooling dabs of raita 
to calm things down. 

However it is its tandoori 
Khazana has built its reputation on, 
and that Saturday evening, the dish 
excelled. Forks were poised vicious- 
ly as we scrabbled for our favourite 
meat. The red chunks of meat were 
generously charred, giving the lamb 
a mouth-wateringly robust flavour, 
the chicken raised from prosaic 
barnyard fowl to heavenly status, 
the beef hearty, and the salmon...
